Bids On Projects

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Employee Record 
Will Determine 
Type Of Award 


Who is the oldest employee, in 
point of continuous service, of the 
state highway and public works 
commission and its predecessor, the 
state highway commission? The 
answer to that question has been 
causing W. H. (Bill) Rogers, Jr., 
administrative assistant in charge 
of personnel, to pull his hair out, 
literally, these past few weeks. 

For he is mapping plans for the 
presentation of service emblems 
later this spring to employees whose 
service records are not less than five 
years, including leaves of absence 
for military duty, and ranging up- 
wards to the hoary-haired “young- 
sters” who have been with the com- 
mission for a quarter of a century 
or more. 

Service emblems, screw-back lapel 
buttons for the men and pins with 
jeweler’s safety lock catches for 
the ladies, are going to be presented 
to all employees with as much as 
five years of service. There will 
be buttons (or pins) for the fresh- 
man five-year group, the ten-year 
men and women, the fifteen-year 
group, 20-year employees, and the 
top-ranking 25 or more year men 
and women. Sterling silver em- 
blems, replicas of the state seal 
except that the legend “N.C.S.H.- 
P.W.C.” is inserted in the upper 
half of the border and an inscrip- 
tion showing the years of service 
appears below, are to be given to 
the five, ten and fifteen-year em- 
ployees. The 20 and 25-year groups

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SERVICE PINS 


Pictures showing the five 
classifications of service pins 
which are to be presented to 
employes of the Commission 
with service records ranging 
from five to twenty-five and 
more years are published on 
the front page of this issue. 


These pins, sterling silver 
for the five, ten and 15-year 
groups, and gold-filled sterling 
silver for the twenty and 
twenty-five-year men, are so 
neat and attractive that they 
could be worn for their looks 
alone. The committee respon- 
sible for making the selection 
is to be congratulated on the 
discriminating choices which 
have been made. 

However, there are other 
reasons which will give cause 
for pride among the wearers 
of these lapel pins. As sym- 
bols, they represent loyalty, 
devotion to duty, a faithful 
application to a great respon- 
sibility and obligation; as the 
insignia of these attributes, 
they will be worn proudly by 
recipients entitled to receive 
them now and by all others 
who become eligible with the 
passing of the years. 

North Carolina State High- 
way and Public Works Com- 
mission, as it is organized 
and operated today, differs 
greatly from the fledgling 
which ventured forth in the 
spring of 1915 — thirty-one 
years ago — to create a state 
highway system. Indeed, it is 
an organization far richer in 
experience and knowledge 


than it was when the county 
roads of the state and the pri- 
son system were brought un- 
der its jurisdiction. These lat- 
ter events marked the transi- 
tion from a “highway commis- 
sion” to the “State Highway 
and Public Works Commis- 
sion,” with the additional 
duties and responsibilities of a 
greatly expanded program 
and the modern concept of a 
prison system integrated with 
the highway department in 
order that the latter could 
utilize the available manpower 
of the former to maintain the 
efficiency of the highway and 
county road network serving 
the state from the mountains 
to the sea. 

North Carolina’s nation- 
wide reputation as a leader 
among leaders in highway 
planning and building gives 
us an idea how well this sys- 
tem of integration has worked. 
In the early years of highway 
development, this state was 
universally recognized for its 
excellent system of roads 
which could be traversed un- 
der all types of weather con- 
ditions. When the county 
roads were put under the jur- 
isdiction of the Commission, 
it was not long before the state 
as a whole was beginning to 
have improved road conditions 
throughout the rural areas. 


With the exception of one 
or two unusually severe win- 
ters, the county road system 
has been maintained in con- 
dition to fill travel require- 
ments around the calendar. 
The winter of 1945-46 was an 
exception, perhaps the worst 
on record. However, the snows 
had scarcely melted from the 
roadside until plans were be- 
ing formulated to forestall a 
recurrence of the unfortunate 
situation experienced last win- 
ter. 

That is illustrative, we 
think, of the history of the 
North Carolina State High- 
way and Public Works Com- 
mission from its inception 31 
years ago. Always, the leaders 
have been looking ahead, plan- 
ning for the future, trying as 


best they could to anticipate 
the travel facilities which 
would be demanded of them 
in the era of tomorrow. Al- 
ways, too, the personnel as a 
whole have gone forward un- 
der the direction of these lead- 
ers to discharge their respon- 
sibilities intelligently, work- 
ing together to provide and to 
maintain in good condition 
adequate facilities to meet the 
requirements of the traveling 
public in the state. 

North Carolina has not 
relinquished her proud place 
of leadership in matters of 
highway development. Even 
today, in the midst of the 
aftermath of a great war and 
the confusion of postwar read- 
justment, we are moving for- 
ward in a great undertaking 
of road improvement in which 
the primary and secondary 
systems will share their equal 
parts of importance, one to the 
other. With a rich heritage of 
accomplishment behind them, 
and their vision set on an even 
greater venture in the realm 
of service, the personnel of 
this organization, from the 
youngest to the oldest, should 
wear their emblems with a 
sense of pride and distinction.

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Highway Board 
Holds Jolds Meeting 


e total of 36.96 miles in nine 


counties was added to the county 
road system at the March 20th 
meeting of the State Highway and 
Public Works Commission here. 
The counties, with the mileage in 
each, are as follows: Bladen, 2.7; 
Brunswick, 3.1; Caldwell, 0.8; Col- 
umbus, 14.8; Duplin, 5.4; Hertford, 
1.9; Northampton, 2.9; Surry, 1.4; 
Buncombe, 3.96. 


Seven speed zones were added to 
the list of zones adopted at the 
February meeting, and one was 
removed from the list. New zones 
are: Fifth Division—On US 15 and 
501 between Durham and Chapel 
Hill, 40 miles per hour, except a 
30-mile limit in the vicinity of 
New Hope creek bridge; on US 421 
west of Greensboro, the 30-mile 
zone was extended one-half mile 
to include the sharp curve and 
steep grade at Buffalo creek bridge, 
and a 40-mile limit was established 
from that point to the junction of 
US 421 and NC 68 at Friendship; 
the remaining five zones are in 
Buncombe county, Tenth Division 
—On US 70 35-mile limits were 
established from the western city 
limits of Black Mountain for a 
distance of 1.7 miles, from the 
state radio station through Swan- 
nanoa to the east end of the three- 
lane pavement, from the east portal 
of Beaucatcher tunnel for 1.3 miles 
to a point east of Haw Creek 
school, and a 25-mile limit was 
placed on a section of US 70 1.7 
miles west of Black Mountain for 
1.2 miles to the state radio station; 
on US 74, a 35-mile limit was 
started at a point 4.2 miles south- 
east of the intersection of US 70 
and 74, running northwest to the 
intersection of these two roads. 
The speed zone removed from the 
list was in Division Seven in Benton 
Heights, which has been included 
in the corporate limits of Monroe. 

Appearing before the commission 
was Charles Ross, general counsel 
for the Carolina Road Builders 
Association. He stated that, al- 
though some parts of the bids sub- 


 g@pitted in the March 12th letting 
1 seem high, they really were 


ot out of line with the current 


trend. He urged serious considera- 


tion of all factors in the field of 
construction today before any bid 
was rejected. 

Requests from the Department 
of Conservation and Development 
for leases on property in Cumber- 
land and Richmond counties were 
presented. The Commission voted 
to lease the Cumberland site for 
10 years and the Richmond site for 
25 years. Both tracts, small in size, 


are to be used for storage purposes. 

Surveys were authorized as fol- 
lows: Bladenboro to Whiteville, and 
from Coleridge to High Falls. 

Contracts were awarded on some 
of the projects in the March 12th 
letting, all bids on some projects 
were rejected, and others were held 
open for further study. A more 
complete account is given else- 
where in today’s issue. 

After completing several other 
matters of routine business, the 
Commission adjourned to meet 
again on Wednesday, April 24th.

will get similar emblems, with the 
exception that they are goid-filled 
sterling silver. 


Samples of the five emblems have 
been submitted by the eae 
turers, who have received the “g 
ahead” signal on the entire yee 
It is thought that the buttons and 
pins will be received here in less 
than sixty days from this date. 
However, the uncertain conditions 
do not encourage optimism, and 
therefore no date for presentation 
ceremonies throughout the state will 
be suggested until after delivery 
on the order is made. Tentative 
plans call for Chairman A. H. 
Graham to present the service em- 
blems to the personnel of the 
Raleigh office, and for each of the 
commissioners to make the present- 
ation to personnel in his division. 
All members of the personnel will 
be kept informed of developments 
through this paper and otherwise. 

Following the initial presentation, 
there will be an annual ceremony, at 
which time emblems will be present- 
ed to employees who have become 
eligible for them in the meantime. 
There will be, for instance, some 
new five-year men who will get the 
five-year emblem, and others al- 
ready wearing one emblem will get 
another as quickly as they qualify 
in one of the longer’ service 
brackets. 


Now here is how you figure your 
service record. The original state 
highway commission was organized 
on April 18, 1915, making April 13, 
1946 the 31st anniversary. If you 
were employed by the Commission 
prior to April 13, 1921 and have 
been with it continuously since that 
time, you will be eligible for a 25- 
year emblem. If on the other hand, 
you first came with the commission 
after April 13, 1940, and have ser- 
ved continuously since that time, 
you are eligible for a five-year 
emblem. Conversely, if you were 
employed by the commission within 
one year after April 13, 1941, you 
will not be eligible to receive an 
emblem until the 1947 presentation, 
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| 
when you become eligible for a five- | 


year pin, provided of course, your 
service record has remained un- 
broken during that time, with the 
exception of military service. 

In the case of employees enter- 
ing any of the armed services and 
returning to work with the com- 
mission within six months after 
honorable discharge, their service 
records will be credited as though 
they had not left. In other words, 
an ex-Serviceman who had been 
with the commission and returns 
to it after he is discharged gets 
credit for the time spent in the 
armed forces. Assume, for instance, 
that he had been employed by the 
commission for the two years prior 
to entering the armed services, 


where he spent three and one-half | 


years, reporting back to work this 
year. He will be credited with five 
and one-half years of service with 
the commission and is eligible to 
receive a five-year pin. 

Now, take the case of the em- 
ployee with a broken-service re- 
cord. Assume that he was employed 
by the commission for a period of 
ten years, resigned and remained 
away for six years, and then was 
reemployed and has been in con- 
tinuous service for five years prior 
to April 13 of this year. He is 
eligible for a fifteen-year emblem.

Escape Record 
Shows Decline 
During March 


Not a single prison camp through- 
out the state goes without a star 
rating for the March 16-31 period, 
according to the report of “pri- 
soners escaped” as compiled by the 
Prison Department. 

During this period, however, the 
Vance County Camp drops down 
to a one-star rating, having report- 
ed two escapes, and five other 
camps, Durham, Person, Macon, 
Edgecombe and Guilford No. 1 
(505), are two-star camps with one 
escape reported from each. 

Two corrections in the roster of 
prison camps are made today. The 
Dare County Camp (105) is drop- 
ped from the roster, since it is no 
longer being used, and a new camp 
in Mecklenburg County (704) is 
added, this camp having been open- 
ed recently in Charlotte. There are 
now two camps in Mecklenburg, 
the other one being located at 
Huntersville. 

With the seven escapes reported 
for the final March period, the total 
escape record for the month stands 
at twenty-one, there having been 
fourteen escapes reported during 
the first half of March. This repre- 
sents a drop of almost fifty percent 
in escapes from the 36 recorded in 
February. 

The compilation of prison activi- 
ties for March shows, in addition to 
the 21 escapes, 12 recaptures, 67 
paroles, 13 revocations of paroles, 
9 commutations of sentences, 11 
temporary paroles, and 4 deaths.

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Seven More Men 
Place Uniforms 
In Moth Balls 


Seven more former employees 
have put their uniforms away in 
moth balls and have reported back 
to work with the Commission fol- 
lowing discharge from the Armed 
Services. This brings the total of 
those reported as haying returned 
to 137 wearers of “ruptured ducks.” 
The latest list of returnees includes 
the following men: 

H. E. Noell, Ninth Division En- 
gineer, reports the return of five 
more men to that division following 
service in the Armed Forces. They 
are: 

B. A. Holder, who entered the 
Army on October 24, 1942 and saw 
sixteen months’ ETO service with 
the medical corps. Receiving his 
discharge last November, he return- 
ed to work in the road oil depart- 
ment on January 7th. 

B. L. Reep spent two years in the 
Navy, seeing service at Guadal- 
canal and in the Philippines. He 
returned to civilian life on Novem- 
ber 4, 1945, and reported back to 
work with the Commission at the 
new year’s beginning. 

C. A. Poston was inducted into the 
Army in August, 1942, serving with 
the 20th Air Force, 881st bombard- 
ment group, in the Marianas Is- 
lands and the Southwest Pacific. 
Formerly employed in the road oil 
department, he was assigned to the 
equipment department upon report- 
ing for work following his dis- 
charge from the Army in December 
of last year. 

J. A. Guy, formerly employed in the 
Road Oil Department in Division 
Seven, is now attached to the Main- 
tenance Department in district two 
of Division Nine. He entered mili- 
tary service in July, 1941, serving 
for two and one-half years with an 
“MP” outfit in France and later 
seeing service with a T. C. unit. 
He held the rating of T-5. Upon 
being discharged, he returned to 
the home of his mother in Iredell 
County and went back to work for 
the Commission on March 1st, 1946. 
R. L. Sherrill has been back on the 
job as machine operator since 
March ist, after almost two years 
with the Army Combat Engineers. 
He held a T-5 rating and saw ser- 
vice in both the European and 
Asiatic theatres. 

T. V. Fahnestock, Bituminous 
Engineer, reports the return of 
G. W. Jordan as senior construc- 
. tion superintendent on March 2nd. 
Entering the Army on December 7, 
1943, Jordan saw service in the 
Asiatic-Pacific theatre.
